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Remarks 

Acknowiedgement of the foreign priority claims to PCX^BOO/OZSOI md OB0030304 
made in tlie parent application and of the cited art is appreciated. 

Ci^ms 36-46 pending md stand rejected. In response, and in view of the Exaininer's 
heipful comments. Claims 36, 38, 39, 40, 41 and 44 are amended; and Claims 42 and 45 are 
caiiceled. No new subject matler is added. The Examiner is requested to reconsider tlie 
application in view of the claim amendments and remarks beiow and find Uie ciaims allowable. 

The claims are rejected under 35 U S.C. 1 1 2, second pai^agraph as indefinite for reasons 
which are discussed indi\idualiy below along with their ainendmenls. 

a. Claim 36 is rejected as not being clear in regarding to making compounds with 

Rf ~ Rg because tiie synthesis step in (b) does not cover the situation when Rj- ~ Rg. This basis 
for rejection is respectfully traversed; Steps (a) and (b) are separated by "or" md step (b) is 
introduced by the qualifier "wto Rj- is -(CH2)c-Rc^" show that step (b) is limited to only 
certain values of Rp Accordingly, the claim is not indefinite. 

b. In. Cl aim. 36 (and Claims 3S and 41), a portion of the definition of Rjj is subsequently 
excluded by proviso. To obviate any uncertainty and the basis of rejection. Claims 36, 38 and 41 
are amended so that the particular portion of the definition and the proviso which excludes it are 
both deleted so thai only the claimed value for remains. 

c. The term "amido" is said to be indefinite, in the description at page 25, line 27 (and in 
original Claim 10) tlie definition of '*amido" as "{CONH2)" is provided. Accordingly, to obviate 
the basis for rejection, in each of Ciaims 36, 38, 40, 41 and 44, following the first occurrence of 
'"amide," the further definition 'XCONH2)" is prov ided. 

d. Claim 39 is amended as suggested to expressly claim ''unsubstituted phenyl" to 
overcome the rejection. 

e. Claim 41 is amended to introduce the values de.fined i.a Claim 42 for Pg3, and 
Claim 42 is canceled. Similarly, Claim 44 is ainended to iTJtroduce the values defined in

Claim 45 for Pg^ and Claim 45 is canceled. Accordingly, the basis for rejection is obviated as 
suggested.
